“A ‘subscriber’ toa Sweepstakes is liable 
for the stake or forfeit ; but if he transfer 
the right of entry to any other person he 
is liable only in. case of default by the 
transferee, and in that case he may recover 
it from the transferee.” 

The rules on the point at issue are so 
plain and decisive that itis really difficult 
to understand on what tangible grounds 
the joint-owner of Shell disputed liability.

THE new “Glen” steamer Glenagle was launched 
on February 7th from the London and Glasgow 
Engineering and shipbuilding Company’s yard 
on the Clyde. she is 4,000 tons gross’ meastire- 
ment, and her dimensions arc~-420 fect in length 
by 45 fect beam, and 29 feet. 2 inches depth of

: Oe egineee 

In the lives of Queen Vicloria and the King of 
Portugal, 1838 and i86r are red-leuer / dates, 
sty Was crowned four months when she 
received official notification of the birth of Dom 
Luis, the beginning of whose reiga coincided, 
with the death of the late Prince Consort. ‘The 
King of Portugal is the second son of Maria da 
Gloria and Ferdinand of saxe Coburg Kohary. 
In his cradle he was dubbed Duke of Oporto, and 
called after the Virgin Mary, three archangels, 
four Iberian saints, and divers Bourbon, Hra- 
ganza Austrian, and Saxon ancestars. It was 
also decided in the nursay stage of his, ex- 
ence that he ‘should go into the navy—a 
pet. service of the Braganzats. The palace in 
which he was reared commands 2 fine view of 
the ‘Tagus atits widest point, and, across a tongue 
of land, of the Atlantic. The sight of the ship-
